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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant maintains that none of the multiple 
thin layers of Fearnot are disclosed as barrier layers and calling them that is incorrect. However it does not matter what the applicant or 
Fearnot call the layers. Fearnot discloses a plurality of layers that are stacked up. Because of this stacking the upper layer will be exposed 
and released prior to the exposure of the inner layer. Therefore because of the structure and its method of manufacturing each outer layer 
of the device will act as a temporary, albeit short barrier layer. Because of this broad interpretation the examiner relied on the teachings of 
Hossainy who teaches having barrier layers on coatings for selectively and controllably releasing the coatings. Therefore it would have 
been obvious to allow the outermost thin layer of element 14 of Fearnot to limit and control the release the coatings..
